— In exercise of the powers conferred 
by the proviso to article 309 of the Constitution, read 
with Notification No. 24/78/68/DH(S), dated 24-8-68 
issued by the Government of India, Ministry of Home 
Affairs and all other powers enabling him in this behalf, 
the Lieutenant Governor, Pondicherry, hereby makes 
the following rules to amend the Pondicherry Police 
Service Rules 1972 notified in G.O.Ms, No. 119, 
Homo(I), dated 4-9-72 of Homed) Department, 
namely : 

Short title and Commencement. 

1. (1) These rules may be called the Pondicherry 
Police Service (Amendment) Rules, 1974. 

(2) They shall come Into force at once. 


Insertion of a new proviso in rule 28. 

2. After rule 28 of the Pondicherry Police Service 
Rules 1972 (hereinafter referred to as the said 
Rules) th e following proviso shall be inserted 
namely, 

“Provided that a duty post may also be held 
by an officer in the Junior Scale of the IPS and 
in that event any such duty post shall be treated 
as a Central Civil post class I". 

Amendment to sub-rule (3) of Rule 26. 

In sub-rule (3) of Rule 26 of the said Rules, substitute 
rule number 25 for rule 24.
